Claim 1 is objected to because "the emulation" on line 1 lacks antecedent basis; "the" 
should be deleted.

Board(s)", programmable logic circuits such as "PLD" or "FPGA" should be labeled "Circuit 
Board(s)", "PLD" or "FPGA", accordingly. 

b. Figure 7 is objected to because all the blocks of the flowchart figure 7 must be 
labeled according to their functions.
